was issueil J uly Clh 
by 
George P. 
Dllis, seeridary of the stale boar*l of 
agriculture, as folkiws: 
The weather ilnriiig the month of 
J une was a great improvement over 
the Iwi» previiuis months. The levn- 
perature has h<'en siiflicient for jmsli- 
ing tlie crops 
rapidly fi)rward, 
and 
the rainfall ample for 
the 
scasiui. 
In some localities 
the 
rainfall has 
been excessive and in a few ciniri- 
ties hailstorms have done considera­ 
ble damage. The pastures have great­ 
ly improved and arc now in excellent 
condition. 
Meadows 
have also im- 
pnived and promise a fair crop. 
In 
some instances clover has been dam­ 
aged by rain, but taking it all in all, 
a very good croj) of clover has been 
saved. 
Wheat—Tho wheat crop on the first 
of April showed tlie highest average 
conditifui for the state since the year 
PJOl, but during April the condition 
decliiu'd 12 points, and during May 
2 iK)ints. Daring tlie month of June, 
however, conditions 
have 
been 
so 
favoralde that the crop has greatly 
improved. 
At this time wg change* 
our csliiiiato to a bushel estimate. 
It should he bfirne in mind, howev­ 
er, that this estfmate is made dur­ 
ing harvest and before the threshing 
lias been done, and 
is 
made from 
tlie farmers’ cx])erience 
in handling 
the crop at that stage. Tho present 
average « 'stimate for the entire state 
is for a yield of 
i2 V> 
bushels 
per 
acre, which 'is only 1-10 hiisiicl los.s 
tliaii the estimate made at the same 
time last year. It should he stated, 
liowever, that owing to the very tine 
quality f)f the crop last year, tlie final 
estimate showed 
a 
yield 
about 
2 
biisliels greater than the preliminary 
estimate. 
The acreage sown last fall was 2,- 
281,075, of which nearly 5 per coiit,' 
or 106,188 acres, have been abandon­ 
ed for various causes, the greatest 
damage coming from 
excessive wet 
weather and green bugs. 
This will 
leave 2,161,140 to be harvested, with 
an 
estimated 
yield 
of 
20,173,800 
bushels. Tlarvcstlng is at least two 
weeks later than last year. On the 
first of July last year harvesting was 
practically completed, while on that 
date this year only 2 per cent of the 
crop had l» eon harvested in the ex­ 
treme northern connties, while ahoul 
8.5 per cent of the crop had been har- 
vc.sted in the soul hern counties. The 
quality of tho 
grain 
is 
unusually 
good, and with fair 
weather 
for a 
few days most 
of 
the 
crop 
will 
grade No. 2. 
Gorn—Owing to the cold and wet 
weather during April 
and May, the 
corn is unusually late, from two to 
three weeks later than the average. 
Alxmt the usual acreage was planted 
this year, and the pre.sent condition 
of the crop for tho entire 
state 
is 
77, which Is 7 points below the con- 
rTllion at tho same time last year, an<> 
which is ahoift 3 points 
below the 
five-year average. The condition has 
improved 3 points during the month 
of .iuiie. In nearly every county some 
fh'lds are in excellent condition,

good stand, well cultivated and mak­ 
ing good growth, while in nearly ev­ 
ery enmmiinity there are fields of late

Venezuela of the claims of the Unit­ 
ed States and seven 
other nations, 
aggregating over $4,<100,000 will begin 
within a fc'W days, according to the 
statement of state 
department offi­ 
cials. Claims of Germany, Great Brit­ 
ain and Italj' have already been set­ 
tled, and the deferred creditors will 
iiow' come in for a liquidation, prob­ 
ably re<iuiriiig some five or six years. 
Belgium is the heaviest of these cred­ 
itors, tlic Hague tribunal four years 
ago having awarded that government 
$2,103,538. France comes second, w ith 
a claim of $514,746. Mexico will col­ 
lect $4h7,424, and the United States 
$446,516. Spain w’as awarded 
$381,- 
159, Holland $105,050, 
and 
Sweden 
and oNrway, then a dual monarchy, 
-3:b<;r» l. 
of the preferred creditors. 
Great 
Britain 
collected 
$1,814,444 
Italy $1,117,690, and 
Germany $403,- 
736. Thus, by means 
of the 
Hague 
trilmnal, has been settled a financial 
difficulty that at one time threatened 
to lead to war between tho hosts of 
President Castro on the one side, and 
Great Britain, Italy and Germany on 
the other. 
The hlocadc of Venezuelan ports by 
ships of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy on December 20, 1902, aroused 
international interest because of the 
jKissibility of the armed interference 
of the United States in defense of the 
Monroe doctrine. Largely through the 
diplomacy of tho American state de­ 
partment the difficulty w'as referred 
to the Hague tribunal for adjudica­ 
tion.

be entitled to preferential treatment, 
thus going to show that even in a 
court of international peace a navy 
is not treated without consideration. 
Venezuela agreed to set aside 30 per 
cent of

Puerto CalH'llo and La Guaira, 
and 
within a few months from the hand 
ing down of tho decision 
the 
pay­ 
ments to the preferred nations wa're 
commenced. 
Although it is alleged 
Ih-esideiit Castro

tions from the tw’o ports as much as 
possililo, it has required 
only about 
four years to pay the claims of the 
blockading ))owers.

Today Mars is nearer to this planet 
than it will he again until Septem­ 
ber, 1909,

com put ing the distance at 38,000,000 
miles. Tonigiit and Sunday night it 
can he se^'ii at its best, being plainly 
visible to the naked eye. Sky-gazers 
can locate it in the southeastern sky, 
in the constellation. 
Sagittarius, 
its 
flaming red color 
and 
unusual size 
making it easily distinguishable. 
It 
will rise about 9 o’clock and remain 
visible through the night. The south 
jiole of the planet is tipped toward 
the earth, and its snow^y covering can 
plainly he seen through a four-inch 
telescope. 
' In ancient times 
astr<>logcrs 
and 
soothsayers viewed the approach of 
the firey, lilood-red Mars as a cer­ 
tain presage of 
war 
and disaster. 
Nowadays 
scientists 
are 
seriously 
considering the possibility of estab­ 
lishing communication wth the peo­ 
ple believed by many to inhabit onr 
neighboring planet. 
Partially 
with 
this object in view a party of Amer! 
con astronomers, beaded by Prof. Da­ 
vid P. Todd, of Amherst University, 
is now in Peru and tonight will take 
observations that may forever set at 
rest the various theories regarding 
the Maritans. From the heights of 
the Andes range, where the air is 
exceptionally clear, photographs 
will 
be taken of the planet and numerous 
observations will be made. Since the 
planet’s last visit to this neighbor­ 
hood, thirteen years ago, 
numerous 
improvements have been made in the 
media of astronomical science, 
and 
it is possible that discoveries wid be 
made by the Peruvian expedition that 
will startle the w’orld. 
Ilsually Mars appears to the naked 
eye as about the size of a first mag­ 
nitude star, but at the present oppo­ 
sition it is five times as large and 
thus affords excellent opportunity for 
inspection and 
study. 
The 
usual 
course of the planet’s movement is 
eastward, but from now until August 
10 it will apparently move in the op­ 
posite direction, the change In its 
jwsition to the fixed stars being plain­ 
ly observable to the nniiiitiated In as­ 
tronomical science. This action is dim 
to the fact that the 
earth 
moves 
faster in its orbit in opposition than 
does Mars, 
Scientists who belidve that 
Mars 
is inhabited have accepted the theo­ 
ry that the people have naturally sol­ 
ved the problem of aerial navigation 
and that their natural movement Is 
through the air. This theory is bas­ 
ed on the tlKHiry that as gravitation 
is so much less on Mars than on the 
i’arth, the same effort used b.y hu­ 
mans in Avalking around WT)uld cause 
the Martians to bound into the air. 
Vvhethi'r this and numberless other 
theories are true may soon be set­ 
tled.

correction, that the p rivileges accord­ 
ed Hummel savored of favoritism.

had been smuggled into p rison

p ossible humiliation, and at so late an 
hour in the afternoon as to cheat tho 
law' of a day of his sentence.

p ital the very nex t day, wdiere p ris­ 
oners get better than the ordinary 
p rison fare, and that he had been al­ 
lowed to 
stroll 
about

gravel 
walks. Warden Fallon said that the 
m atter of Hummers 
p hysical condi­ 
tion, once he was given over to the 
p enitentiary hosp ital, was not 
his 
concern. 
“I don’t know 
whether 
Hummel 
suffered from his p resent ailment be­ 
fore he entered the p enitentiary or 
not,” said the p hysician, w'bo discuss­ 
ed Hummel’s condition. 
“The tre­ 
mendous change from bis former to 
his p resent manner of living aggra­ 
vated his illness. He had enjoye<l the 
best fare and 
comfortable 
p hysical 
conditions, such as 
soft 
bods

baths, with op p ortunities for refresh­ 
ing p hysical ex ercise, intellectual en­ 
tertainment and stimulating associa­ 
tions. 
“Now he has only such nursing as 
p rison orderlies give. 
He sp ent tho 
Fourth of .Tilly on his cot. The hos­ 
p ital food, while nourishing, is not as 
dainty as he has been used to. 
His 
cot is not sup p lied with a hair m at­
